Some of the employees of the 
company’ are busy winding up the 
affairs of the concern while some 
have accepted positions with other 
firms and some in other towns. 
What disposition will be made 
of the stock is not yet known as it 
will likely be sold under the ham­ 
mer to the highest bidder some 
time next month.

“Tiie injuries which contribute the 
greatest number of fatal accidents, 
according to Science for Aug. GO, 1015, 
are railroad employments and agricul­ 
tural pursuits, each group being re­ 
sponsible for approximately 4,1*00 fatal­ 
ities each year. Coal mining contrib­ 
utes more than 2.000 and building and 
construction work nearly 1,900. Gen­ 
eral manufacturing, while employing 
large numbers, produces only about 
l.soo fatal accidents. 
“When tin* fatality rates are consid­ 
ered. metal mining ranks as most haz­ 
ardous, with a rate of four per thou­ 
sand; coal miuing comes next with a 
rate of 3.5, and fisheries and navigation 
following with a rate of three per thou 
sand. 
“Manufacturing industries as a whole 
rank lowest, with a rate of 0.25 per 
thousand, but tlu* fact should n<*t be 
overlooked that this low average rate 
covers manufacturing groups varying 
widely in hazard, including 011 th«* one 
hand boilermaking and the various de­ 
partments of the iron and steel indus­ 
try. in some of which fatality rates as 
high as those in metal and coal mining 
have prevailed, and on the other hand 
tlie textile and clothing industries, in 
some of which the risk of fatal acci­ 
dent is practically negligible. 
“Those estim ates are derived from 
tin* best sources available. At tlu* pres­ 
ent time there are no entirely complete 
and 
trustworthy 
industrial 
accident 
statistics for even a single important 
industry in the United States. 
This 
lack of trustworthy industrial accident 
statistics is due to the absence of any 
uniform requirements in the various 
states as to the reports of industrial ne

WAR THREATENS RUIN 


TO SWISS HOTEL MEN 


Appeal Made to Government 


For Aid by Mortgages. 


Geneva.—Bereft of tourist patronage 
by the war. the Swiss hotel keepers iu 
convention assembled have appealed to 
the government for relief. 
They want 
a state system of mortgages on furni­ 
ture in inns and a delay of two years 
after the end of hostilities for the pay­ 
ment of interest 011 the mortgages. 
There are about 4,000 tourist hotels 
in Switzerland, employing 43.000 peo­ 
ple, with a yearly wage fist of $5,0*)«).- 
000, and $227.000,000 capital is invested 
in tlie business. 
More thau $100,000,000 was spent by 
tourists in Switzerland in 
1913, of 
which 
$1,000,000 
went 
for 
postage 
stamps and souvenir cards, $400,000 
was spent for telegrams and phone 
talks. $4,000.000 was taken by the rail­ 
roads for fare and freight, and the 
balance, less a comparatively small 
amount for customs duties, was got by 
the hotels and shops in the proportion 
of eight to two. 
These estimates ¡ire the official ones 
made public at th«* national exposition 
at Berne. 
English, French. German and Amer­ 
ican travelers make 00 per cent of the 
Swiss tourist trade. 
The war came 
early enough in the summer of 1914 to 
reduce the hotel receipts 40 per cent. 
This season there hns been practical*

Dayton, O.—Orville Wright, the aero­ 
plane inventor and manufacturer, ia 
to devote his life to research work. 
^ -giving up his business Interests. 
The inventor for years has had tbe 
ambition to develop and amplify hla 
research work, but since the death of 
his brother Wilbur several years ago 
his time has been taken up almost en­ 
tirely by the m anagement of his busl- 
nes.s and patent llligatiou. 
In the last 
week two offers have been made for 
the W right holdings here, but without 
success. 
Mr. W right refused to make public 
any offers he has received, but Day­ 
ton bankers say substantial sums and 
credits were concerned. 
“I cannot say noxv how soon this 
change will eoine about or give any de­ 
tails of how or why It will be made.’’ 
said Mr. Wright. 
,It is said Mr. W right’s health Is poor 
^ and he Is in a nervous condition. Con- 
fronterl with this as a possible motive 
for selling the plant, he still refused to 
reveal his intentions further. 
“I never was interested esi>ecially In 
the 
buslne.ss end of it.” 
said 
Mr. 
Wright. 
“I am not averse to making 
money from I t 
But th at Is not what 
I am striving for. 
“My patent litigation is going favor­ 
ably, both in the United States and 
abroad. 
The court of appeals ha.s sus­ 
tained the decision of lower courts in 
every instance, and tliere is a little 
further w’ork along those lines. 
“I have not gone into the w ar game 
as other aeroplane m anufacturers have. 
The trouble has been In getting a high 
powered aeroplane motor that is re­ 
liable. They are pretty delicate things, 
but I'a tu working on a new 120 horse­ 
power engine which I have not put on 
the market.”

In view of the facts above set forth and the unsaflsfactory conditions aris­ 
ing therefrom, the bankers are anxious to see suitable warehouses hullt 
and cotton stored therein where it can be protected from the w eather and 
from fire and lilade a basis of credit for carrying on the business of the coun- 


The writer hereof, as chairm an of the 7th District Texas B ankers’ Asso­ 
ciation, has called the attention of every bank in the district—over four 
hundred—to the needs mentioned herein and urged action in all of their re­ 
spective counties where cotton is raised or handled. The Seventh District is 
so large and Its Interests so varied, that uniformity of purpose and action 
la h a rd to obtain; nevertheless much interest has been aroused and many 
new warehou80‘i are being built and old ones tepaired so as to meet all r ^ 
qulrements. 
At th li writing conditions are such as to Increase the difficul­ 
ties that already beset us In the exportation of our st rplua cotton and like­ 
wise Intensify the need for storage for our 1915 cotton crop.

Philadelphia.—The discovery of a 
great temple at Memphis, Egypt, be­ 
longing approximately to the i>erlod of 
Rameses 11., is aunounc*ed by the Uni­ 
versity museum as a result of the 
spring ami summer explorations of 
Eckley B. Coxe. Jr., of the Egyptian 
expedition under the leadership of Dr, 
Fisher, curator of the museum ’s Egyp­ 
tian section. 
The find Is considered of first Impor­ 
tance and It is hoped will prove to be 
the beginning of further developments 
In the uncovering of the history of 
Memphis, which was one of the great 
cities of the w’orld, probably the great­ 
est In tbe time of Rameses II., more 
than 3,000 years ago, which is known 
to have been of great Importance 5,000 
years ago and probably has a history 
running thousands of years behind that 
era. 
The temple was silted over with mud 
from the Nile and coviTed with sand 
blown from the desert, so that nothing 
remalmnl of the glories which were so 
prominent In the days of Herodotus 
and which lasted until within a cen­ 
tury or two of the Christian eni. 
’The discovery of the great temple to 
students of history Is highly valuable, 
bearing out the glowing ehronlcles of 
the glory of the Egyi)t by Herodotus. 
It forms another refutation of recent 
historians who have accused him of in­ 
serting myths in his w'ritings. 
When the digging began tbe capitals 
of two columns of the great palace 
were discovered. After a hundred ex­ 
pert diggers had spent three mouths In 
careful excavation a great hall of col­ 
umns w’Hs unearthed, and the excava­ 
tions were then carried down to the 
original soil. 
The temple must originally have been 
one of the glories of Egypt. In spite of 
the work of time, of sieges and other 
destructions, enough survives to show 
that it was a magnificent place. 
This 
temple in all its gorgeousness was de­ 
scribed by Herudotus. A largo inscrip­ 
tion Indicates tliat it may possibly be 
tbe temple of Set II.. although at first 
It was supposed to have been erected 
by Monephtah, son of Rameses II.

But there have been m any births In 
Belgium, and, although many adults 
doubtless have died, a baby la some­ 
w hat more difficult to feed than his fa­ 
ther. 
The people of Belgium who are able 
to pay for food of course have not 
been receiving gratis their supplies 
from the commission. There are about 
5,500,0(X) of these. 
As there is little 
other food for sale In Belgium, they 
have to buy their supplies from the 
commission. 
They each have had to 
procure them a ticket entitling them 
to buy only a certain am ount—precl.se- 
ly the same as that given to those who 
have no raon#y. 
The am ount Is about ten ounces of 
bread and dried beans and rice and 
prunes, and others basic foods a day. 
It Is about one-third of a soldier’s ra­ 
tion. or about oue-fourth of w hat the 
average American eats. 
It costs, for 
each 
member of the “bread 
line,” 
about $‘2 a month. 
In spite of the small am ount and the 
even smaller c o st however, It has suf- 
flcetl not only to keep alive the pe<-iple 
3f Belgium, but to keep them well and 
physically fairly well contented.
